Every year in the United States 440,000 Americans die from tobacco-related illnesses. According to the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC), smoking kills more people than AIDS, alcohol, 
cocaine, fires, heroin, homicide, motor vehicle crashes and suicide combined. Tobacco use remains the 
number one cause of preventable death in the country.  
 
It is never too soon or too late to quit tobacco, but, left untreated, 60 percent of smokers are at risk of 
dying from complications. The good news is more people are quitting smoking than ever before; tobacco 
use now is at a 50-year low in the U.S.  
 
More resources are available today to assist with tobacco cessation than ever before. Support and 
nicotine therapy products increase an individual’s likelihood of quitting tobacco by nearly 20-40 percent 
For information about the Tennessee Tobacco Quit Program, call 1-800-QUIT-NOW.
